anſwer thoſe Ends, and afjift the 
good Chriftian in the Diſcharge 
of the great and important Duty 
of Prayer. Ry 
In the Devotions for private Per- 
ſons, there are Morning and Even- 
ing Prayers for every Day of the 
"Week, to which are ab Prayers 
for any intermediate Time of | the 
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Day. This was done, without any 
Intention of preſcribing to any one; 
and tous chiefly deſigned as a Means 
to furniſh the devout Chriſtian with 
Variety of proper Petitions and Ex- 
preſſions wherein to lay open his Wants 
before God; and that by making Uſe 
of the Prayers in ſuch a Method, as 
the Whole may be gone over in ſome 
ſhort Space of Time, he might be 
inſtructed in, and reminded of ſeveral 
important Duties of a Chriſtian Life. 
But after all, every one 1s left to his 


* own Diſcretion, to chooſe, add, omit, 
or alter, as be ſhall ſee fit : Becauſe, 


as the Judgments and Opinions of 
Mankind are very different, ſo it can 
never be expected that the ſame 
Method or Form of Prayer ſhould ſuit 
all Perſons; or even the ſame Perſon 
at all Times. 
In the preſent Compoſure, no ſmall 
Pains have been taken, to make the 
Whole as generally uſeful, as can a 
WC 
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Well expected in a Work of this Na- 


ture; but as the beſt Performances 


have Impenfections, ſo this (to beſure) 
is not without them. However, 'tis 


hoped, there are none ſo great, but 


what a Chriſtian may overlook, for 
the ſake of that Good, which is 
intended by it. 

It is not pretended, that the fol- 
lowing Prayers are all entirely new. 
There will be found among them ſeve- 
ral Collections from other Books; but 
thoſe being ſuch only as have been 
thought excellent in their Kind, it 
wwas believed the Whole would not be 
leſs acceptable for that Reaſon. And 
here particular Acknowledements 
ought to be made to the wiſe and pi- 
ous Author of The great Duty of 
frequenting the Chriſtian Sacrifice;

Introductory Diſcourſe 


PRAYER 


HE Reaſonableneſs as well as 
Neceſſity of frequent Prayer, 
is a Truth fo well eſtabliſh'd 
among Chriſtians, that *tis 
hard to account how a Duty, 
attended with ſo many Advantages, ſhould 
be ſo much neglected as it is: One would 
be apt to think, that ſome Men, who pro- 
feſs to believe, that God is, and that he is a 
Rewarder of them that diligently ſeek him, 
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are not in earneſt, ſince they are ſo negli- 
gent in paying him that Duty of Homage 
and Adoration, which even Nature it elf, 
without the Help .of Revelation, would 
teach them to be due from a Creature to his 
Creator, 

It is indeed a melancholy Reflection, to 
think with what paſſionate Eagerneſs Men 
purſue their ſeveral Intcreſts in this World, 
(when they know, that 7h Faſbion cf this 
World paſſeth away, and that all their At- 
tainments muſt in a ſhort Time have an 
End) and how celd and heartleſs they are 
in Proſecutpg that Happineſs, which is to 
laſt to all Eternity. No Pains, no Solicita- 
tions are thonght too much for the one ; 
but little, very little is thought enough for 
the other! But if we will attend to the 
Reaſon and Nature of 'Things, and to the 
Voice of Feſus Chrift in the Goſpel, who 
came down from Heaven to conduct us 
in the Way that leads thither, we ſhall ſoon 
alter our Sentiments and Opinions. 

I do not ſay, this is the Practice of all 
People; God be praiſed, there are many 


who make Religion the chief Buſineſs of 


their Lives, whoſe Devotions are as con- 


ſtant and regular, as the Riſing and Setting 
of 
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of the Sun; and who, not content with. 
offering up a daily Morning and Evening 


Sacrifice of Prayer and Praiſe to God, do 


(as Daniel did) pray Three times a Day ; 
and beſides, are continually ſending up 
pious Ejaculations to Heaven; ſo that in 
the ſtricteſt Senſe of the Apoſtle's Meaning, 
they may be ſaid o pray without Ceaſing. 
But alas ! how many are there, whoſe 
Lives are the very Reverſe of all this ; who 
ſcem to live without God in the World, 
and to own no Dependence on his Provi- 
dence, nor to have any Regard to a future 
Life; who ſeldom retire into their Cloſets, 
unleſs to form Projects and Deſigns of 
worldly Advantage, or to ſee how their 
Accounts ſtand in reſpe& to the Affairs of 
this Life! How many Families are there, 
where the very Form and Appearance of 
Religion is almoſt loſt! where Children 
and Servants, inſtead of being call'd to 
daily Prayers in the Family, have hardly 
the Example ſet them of retiring in pri- 
vate! | 


Chriſtians, take to ſatisfic themſelves in a 
conſtant Neglect of ſo plain and neceſſary 
a Duty, as that of Private and Family 

B 4 Prayer, 


What Methods thoſe that profeſs to be 
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Prayer, I know not; but ſure they hive 


little Thought, how they will be able to an- 
{wer it at the Laſt Day, when they ſhall 
appear before the judgment- Seat of Chriſt, 
there to give an Account how they have ob- 
{crv'd the Precepts of Chriſtianity, of which 
they can't but know this is one, That Men 
ought always to pray: Or, as it is in a- 
nother Place, that Men pray every where , 
Lifting up Holy Hands, witbout Wrath and 
Doubting. 

In order, therefore, to convince ſuch Men 
of the great Importance of Praying fre- 
- quently to God, and how. inexcuſable they 
are if they neglect ſo to do, I deſire they 


would go along with me in the following 
Reflexions. 


Conſider that Prayer is a Duty enjoin'd 
us purely for our own Sakes; a Duty, that 
is neither expenſive of our Time, nor of 
Eſtates; no Depth of Learning, no Sub- 
tilty of Parts, is requir'd to the Practice of 
it; *tis what the Meaneſt as well as the 


Higheſt may perſorm; tis ſuited to all Per- 
ſons and all Conditions; the Miſerable 


and Afflicted, the Proſperous and Happy, 
the

* Luk. xviii. 1. d 1 Tim. ii. 8. 
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the Poor and the Rich, the Young and 
Old, may all pray to God; no Circum- 


ſtance of Life can incapacitate us for this 


Duty; it obliges all, for all are the Crea- 
tures of God, and depend upon Him for 
all the Comforts and Conveniencies of Lite ; 
In Him we live, and move, and have our 
Being; and therefore Cas the Pſalmiſt ad- 
viſes) we ſhould worſhip, and fall down, and 
kneel before tle Lord our Maker ; and what 
engages us the more ſo to do, is, that 
God hath bcen graciouſly pleaſed to invite 
us to this Duty by the moſt endearing Pro- 
miſes, and annex'd invaluable Bleſſings to 
the due Performance of it. He hath de- 
clar'd Himſelf to be a God hearing Prayer, 
and has promis'd that He wil give bis 
Holy Spirit to them that ask it. Our Savi- 
our has aſſured us, that if we pray to our 
Father which is in ſecret, our Father, which 
ſeeth in ſecret, will reward us openly * ; and 
that whatſoever we ask the Father in bis 


Name, He will give it us >. If any of you, 


ſays St Feines, lack Wiſdom, let bim ask of 
God, that giveth to all Men liberally, and 
*poraideth not, and it ſhall be given him e.

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Nay, ſo far has God been pleaſed to con- 
deſcend in this Matter, as to appeal even 
fo Men themſelves for the Truth of it. 
I hat Man is there of you, ſays our Saviour, 
whom if his Son ask Bread, will he give him 
a Stone? Or if he ask a Fiſh, will ht give 
him a Serpent ® If ye then being evil, know 
how to give good Gifts unto your Children, 
tow much more ſhall your Father which is in 
Heaven give good Gifts to them that ask him*? 
As if he ſhould have ſaid, Was ever any 
* Earthly Parent deaf to the Wants and 
* Cries of his Children; and if they ask d 
* for Food, did he deride their Neceſſities, 
by giving them hat it was impoſſible 
they ſhould cat? If ye then that are ev,

ons, how much rather ought ye to think, 
that your Father, which is in Heaven,

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ye to think, that ſuch a Father will be 
© ready to hear the Prayers of his Children 
© that call upon Him? It is certain, and 
© you may be aſſur'd, that he will hear 
them, and give good Gifts to them that 
© as& Him. But he has made our asking 
of them one Condition of our receiving them 
from Him. 

And now, what higher Motives can we 
wiſh for, to excite our Performance of any 
Duty, than we have for this? What can 
we deſire more to encourage our Addreſſes 
to God by Prayer, than to be aſſur'd, That 
he will hear us? He who is the Lord ef 
Heaven and Earth, whoſe Goodneſs as well - 
as Power is infinite, and who is as willing 
as he is able, to relieve our Wants? O the 
mighty Power of Prayer! who would ever 
be a Stranger to it? Who that conſider'd 
che Excell:ncy of Prayer, and what an In- 
ſtrument it is of our Happineſs both here 
and hereafter, would either negle& it, or 
be remiſs or careleſs in the Performance of 
it? »Tis the higheſt Privilege we are capa 
ble of in this Life ; by this we <coggerſe 
with God, and have an Intercourſe With 
Heaven. Prayer is a nev er-ceaſing Spring 


of Comfort, where we are invited to taſte 
treel y. 


- 
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freely, and from whence proceeds ſuch plek⸗ 
ſant Streams as will refreſh the Soul in all 
the Troubles and Calamities of Life. Is An 
among you afflicted? ſays St. Fames *, let 
him pray. This was the conſtant Practice 
of the Pſalmiſt, and from his own Experi- 
ence he has taught us what mighty Advan- 
tages attend it. When I am in Troithle, 
ſays he,”, I will call upon thee, O Lord, fo, 
Thou heareft me. And in another Place ©, J 
ſought the Lord, and he heard me, and de- 
livered me from all my Fears. In my Di- 
ſtreſs I called upon the Lord, and cried unto 
my Cod; He heard my Poice out of his 
Temple, and my Cry came before Him, e- 
ven into his Ears. Indeed, there is no- 
thing in the World ſeems fo prevalent 
with God, as the fervent Prayer of a 
Righteous Man ; We are told by St. James, 
that it availeth much, when offered up in 
behalf of others; and to be ſure, *tis of no 
leſs Force, when our own Wants are the 
Subject oi it. 

Not that we are to conclude from hence, 
That all the Prayers, even of a Righteous 
Man, ſhall immediately be anſwered by 


God ;

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God; no, there may be many wiſe Rea- 
ſons, why God may ſee fit to deny whar 
we ask, or at leaſt defer the granting it; 
as, for the Tryal of our Faith, or for the 
Exerciſc of ſome Virtue in us; or becauſe 
we ate not yet fit for the Bleſſing we defire ; 
or that we ask for what he ſees would be 
burtful to us, or the like. And therefore 

we muſt not underſtand the Promiſes which 
are made to Prayer, in an abſolute, but a li- 
mited Senſe ; that is, that when we and our 
Prayers have thoſe Qualiſications, which are 
neceſſary to make them acceptable to God, 
he will give us what we ask for, if he ſees it 
fit for us; I fay, fit for us; becauſe we may 
(and I doubt, from a Fondneſs for the 
Things of this Lite, or through Ignorance, 
too often do) ask for ſuch Things, as it may 
be great Mercy in God to deny us. 

In order, therefore, that our Prayers may 
be acceptable to God, Three Things are to 
be conſider d. 1/?, The Qualifications of the 
Perſon praying. 2dly, The Matter of our 
Prayers. And 3dly, The Manner of them. 

Firft, The Qualiſications of the Perſon 
praying. 

1. He that would pray ſo as to be heard 

of God, muſt liſt up holy Hands, and 4 
pure 
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pure Heart, He muſt not bring with him 
any unrepented Sins ; but as God ſpeaks by 
the Prophet Iſaiab, upon the like Occaſion, 
He muſt put away the Evil of his Doings. 
Je wuſt eeaſe to do evil, and learn Jo do 
el] a. Or, as St. Peter adviſes, Let hin 
eſchew Evil, and do Good ; For as it follows 
in the next VErſe, The Eyes of the Lord are 
over the Righteous, and his Ears are open 
unto their Prayers: But the Face of the 
Lord is againſt them that do Bvil v. And 
to the ſame Purpoſe ſays Solomon, The Sacri- 
fice of the Wicked is an Abomination to the 


Lord; but the Prayer of the Upright is lis 


Delight -. If I incline unto Wickedneſs in 
ny Heart, ſays holy David, the Lord will 
not hear me *, Indeed, there is nothing 


more evident from the whole Scope af the 


Scriptures, than that God heareth got wilful 
and impenitent Sinners; but if any Man 
be a Worſhipper of God, and doth bis Will, 
bim he heareth*; as the blind Man; that 
was reſtor'd to Sight by our Saviour, told 
the Phariſees. In ſhort, Sin is the moſt 
bateful Thing in the Sight of God, and 
therefore till a Man is come to a Senſe of 
his

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his paſt Offences, and is not only ſorry for 
having offended God, but reſolved by his 
Grace to amend for the future, he can ne- 
ver be ſaid to be in a fit Diſpoſition to pray; 
but as this is the loweſt Conception we can 
have of the Qualification I am ſpeaking of, 
a Man muſt not ſtop here, he muſt put thoſe 
good Reſolutions in Practice, having always. 
in View this Conſideration, That the 
« greater Attainments any one makes in a 
« Holy Life, the more acceptable will his 
© Prayers be in the Sight of God. 

2. A ſecond Qualification reſpe&ing the 


Perſon praying, is Charity or Love; and 


this is ſo neceſſary, that though we ſhould 
pray with the Tongues of Men and Angels, 
and have not this Qualification, it would 
be to no purpoſe; our Prayers wonld be 
but like ſounding Braſs, or a tinkling Cym- 
bal, empty and inſignificant Sounds. There 
is nothing ſo contrary to the Nature of God, 
nothing ſo wide of the true Spirit of a 
Chriſtian, as Bitterneſs and Wrath, Malice 
and Envy: And therefore *tis vain to 
think, that ever our Prayers can be accepta- 
ble tothe God of Love, till we have put on, 
as the Elett of God, Bowels of Mercies, 
Kindneſs, Humbleneſs of Mind, Meekneſs, 
Lone- 
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Long-ſuffering, forbearing one another, and 
forgiving one another, as St. Paul com- 
mands. 

3. A Third Qualification is Faith, i a- 
ny of you lack Wiſdom, ſays St. James, let 
him ask of God; but let him ask "with 
Faith, nothing wavering ®. Not that we 
are to underſtand by this, that we muſt ne- 
ver offer up our Prayers to God, but with a 
firm Belief, that what we pray for ſhall 
immediately be granted us. No, all that 
is required of us in this Matter, is to come 
to the Throne of God with an humble Con- 
fidence in his Mercy, aſſuredly believing that 
God is the Hearer of Prayer, and that He 
is infinitely Good and Wiſe, and will deny 
us nothing that he ſees and knows to be fit 
for us. And from hence it will follow, 

4. As a Fourth Qualification, That in 
all Things of a 'Temporal Concern, we muft 
exerciſe an entire Submiſſion to the Will of 
God. Not my Will, but thine be done, (aid 
our Bleſſed Lord, when he prayed that the 
bitter Cup might paſs from him: And fo 
muſt we too, whenever we pray for the Re- 
moving of preſent Evils, or the Procure- 


ment

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ment of any future Good of this Lite. 
God indeed has been graciouſly pleas'd to 
encourage us to lay our Wants before him; 
but how far, and in what Manner, and 
when they ſhall be relieved, is a Matter He 
has reſervd to his own Diſpoſal; and we 
muſt (and *tis highly reaſonable we ſhould) 
acquieſce in all his Determinations con- 
ccrning them: He only knows what is beſt 
for us, and what is moſt ſuitable to our pre- 
ſent State: And therefore a good Chriſti- 
an will be ſure to leave the Iflue of his 
Prayers in God's Hands, not doubting, but 
he will give, like a kind Father, to each of 
his dutiful Children, as much as he need- 
eth, or as much as is uſeful and fit, and 
from thence will take it for a Demonſtration, 
that what God gives him not, is not fit for 
him. 

5- A Fifth Qualification of the Perſon 
praying is, That he uſes a good Intention; 
petitioning for thoſe Things he asks to a 
good End. We muſt not pray (as the Hypo- 
crites do) that we may be ſeen of Men *. Nei- 
ther muſt we pray for any Thing, that we 

may conſume it upon our Luſts v. As the 
in-

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intemperate Man docs, when he prays for 
Health, only that he may be ſtill intem- 
perate ; or the revengeful Man, when he 
prays for Authority, that he may have the 
more Power to effect his evil Deſigns ; for 
this is, as St. James ſays, to ask amiſs; 
and then no Wonder, if we ask and receive 
not: Indeed, it is pure Mercy in God to 
deny us ſuch Requeſts; and therefore if we 
deſire that He ſhould hear our Prayers, we 
mult, as is ſaid before, make his Glory, and 
our own and others Salvation, our chief 
End in preſenting them; and all other 
Things are to be conſider'd only as they 
tend to promote the one Thing nesdful. 
Secondly, We are to conſider the Aſat- 
ter of our Prayers. We arc to take Care, 
that we never ask any Thing of God, but 
what is conformable to the Divine Will, 
which are all ſuch Things as He has pro- 
miſed to give, as Bleſſings Spiritual and 
'/'* 'Femporal; the former God has promiſed 
to the Faithful, that diſcharge thetr Duty, 
without any Condition ; the latter He has 
promiſed (eſpecially ſuch Things as are 
neceſſary for the Support of Lite) only in 
general Terms, and not as our chief Good, 


but as an Addition to it: From hence it 
18 
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is plain, that Spiritual Bleſſings are in the 
firſt Place to be deſired, and that ſuch may 
be prayed for abſolutely; and we may like- 
wiſe Petition for Temporal good Things; 
but then, as I faid before, that muſt be 
done with Submiſſion to the Will of God, 
whoſe Wiſdom, we are fure, knows what 
State and Condition of Life is better for us, 
than ve do for our ſelves. 

Thirdly, We muſt conſider the Ane 
of our Prayers. 

1. They muſt be offer d up with Humi- 
lity and Lowlineſs. We muſt endeavour to 
poſſeſs our Minds with a juſt Senſe of our 
own Unworthineſs, and how undeſerving 
we are of the Mercies we pray for. And 
ſince by Prayer we ſpeak to God, the Con- 
{ideration of his Divine Majeſty, and of our 
own Sins, which have placed us at ſuch a 
Diſtance from him, ought to Humble our 
Souls in his Sight; and fince Man is com- 
pos'd of Body as well as Soul, we ought, 
when it may be, to worſhip God with both, 
and therein to uſe ſuch Peſtures of Body 
as may beſt excite Humi/;ty in our ſelves 
and others; in Pub/ick, the Poſture of 
Kneeling is moſt fit and decent; in Private, 
we may uſe a greater Liberty; and if we 


find 
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find Proſtration, or any other Poſture; 
more apt to excite — we ought to 
uſe it. 

And though many Proples Condition 
may be ſuch, that they cannot often have 
an opportunity of Privacy and Retirement 
to fall upon their Knees, except at their 
Morning and Evening Prayers, yet a good 
Chriſtian, that truly loves and honours 
God, and is ſenfible of his entire Deper- 
dence upon Him for Grace to reſiſt Tem- 
pt2tions, and to do his Duty, and to defend 
him againlt the Evils and Calamities of this 
Life, will never make that a Pretence for 
not frequently praying to Him; ſuch an 
one, even in the midſt of Buſineſs and Com 
pany, will be ſometimes lifting up his Heart 
to God in Jevout and pious Ejaculations ; 
and when alone (though walking or tand- 
ing) will many Times offer up a ſhort and 
comprehenſive Prayer to Him, ſuch as that 
our Saviour has taught us, or ſome ſhort 
Collect of the Church, or the like. No Con- 
dition of Life can hinder a devout Mind 
from this; and therefore nothing ſhould. be 
made a Pretencc for not doing it; and this 
will be accepted by God, when we have not 


an Opportunity to fall upoa our Knees, and 
ofter up a more ſolemn Prayer, 1 
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1 hope that no one will miſtake me, as 
it I thought Ejaculatory Prayer proper only 
for People of Buſineſs ; tis what I would 
recommend to all, even thoſe of the greateſt 
Leiſure and Retirement, as being nit only 
very pleaſing in the Sight of God, but an 
excellent Means of keeping the Soul in, a fit 
Diſpoſition to pray to him in a more ſo- 
lemn Manner. 

2. Our Prayers muſt be offered up with 
Fervency and Devotion, which requires that 
what we utter ſhould come from the Heart; 
and therefore we muſt not pray in a cold, 
formal, and careleſs Manner; but with 
ſuch Zeal and Earneſtneſs, as is in ſome 
Meaſure ſuitable to the Importance of the 
Things we pray for ; ſome of which are of 
that infinite Moment and Concern, that if 
we ſhould not be heard, we are of all Crea- 
tures the moſt miſerable: And though 
wandring Thoughts will be apt to intrude 
themſelves into the Minds of the beſt Chri- 
ſtians, yet theſe muſt be laboured againſt, 
and lamented, and Pardon for them ask*d 
of God. | 

3. The laſt Qualification reſpecting the 
Manner of our Prayers, is Conſtancy. We 
mult not pray by Fits and Starts, our De- 

votion 
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votion ſhould be conſtant and uniform. A2 
ſhould pray always, and not faint *, as our 
Saviour has taught us in the Parable of the 
unjuſt Judge, and never ſuffer the Fervour 
of our Minds to abate towards God; nor 
the Flame of our Devotion to languiſh or 
burn dim, but continuing inſtant in v Prayer 
(as the Apoſtle exhorts) ſhould watch there- 
unto with all Perſeverance. 

Theſe, I think, are the chief Qualifica- 
tions neceſſary to make our Prayers a Sa- 
crifice, holy, and acceptable to God. And he 
that has theſe Diſpoſitions, and prays for 
ſuch Things, and in ſuch Manner as has 
been mentioned, may at all Times come 
boldly to the Throne of Grace © (as the Apo- 
file ſpeaks) not doubting bur he ſhall obtain 
Mercy, and find Grace to help in Time of 
| Need. Bur let him always remember, that 

it is through Chriſt that he muſt come; He 
is our Advocate with the Father *, and ap- 
| pears in the Preſence of God for use. And 
therefore in his Name, and through his Me- 
rits, all our Prayers muſt be offered up to 


God: for as there is no other Name under 
Hea- 


85 : 8 "1 i. 
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Heaven, hereby we can be ſaved; ſo neither 
is there any other Name, not that of the 
greateſt Saint or Angel, wherein we muſt 
pray, but in the Name of Chriſt Feſus on- 
ly; who is the Mediator of the new Cove- 
nant *, and able to ſave to the Uttermoſt 
them that come unto God by him, ſeeing he 
ever liveth to make Interceſſion for us b. 

I have only this Caution to add to what I 
have ſaid touching the Duty and Qualifi- 
cations of Prayer ; that though Prayer is an 
excellent Means of Grace, and a great In- 
ſtrument of Holineſs, yet we are to conſider, 
that it is but the Means ſtill; and there- 
fore we muſt not reſt in it, nor in any other 
Means of Religion, ſuch as Reading, Medi- 
tation, Receiving the Sacrament, &c. (as 
too many, I doubt, do, who think, when 
they have ſaid their Prayers, or been at the 
Sacrament, all is well, and they have no- 
thing more to do) but we muſt to Prayer 
join our own Endeavours, and not imagine, 
that Prayers operate like a Charm, and will 
make a Man good whether he will or no. 
Prayer indeed has a natural Tendency to 


promote a Holy Life, but Prayer alone will 
not 


— 
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not doit; there is a great deal more re- 
quired to make a Man a good Chriſtian ; h# 
muſt endeavour to form in his Mind that in- 
ward Purity and Holineſs which he prays 
for, and muſt ſtrive and labour to attain 
that true Sanctification of his Nature, 
which is the great End of all Religion; in 
ſhort, he muſt make it the chief Buſineſgof 
his Life, to walk worthy of the Lord unto 
all pleaſing, being fruitful in every good 
Work, and increaſing in the 3 of 
God *. 

And now, what remains, has to exhort 
all Chriſtians, as they have any Regard for 
the Happineſs both of their $5u/s and Bo- 
dies; as they value the Fayour of God, 
and would not deprive themſelves of a ſure 
Refuge in Times of Trouble and Tempta- 
tion, nor fall under the Power and Domi- 
nion of their Luſts and Paſſions, thoſe cruel 
and tyrannical Maſters (to ſet us free from 
which, our Saviour vouchſafed to come in- 
to the World and die) that they would, in 
the Apoftle's Senſe, pray without ceaſing ; 
that 1s, not only be very frequent in Prayer 
to God, but keep up in their Minds ſuch a 


der out 
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devout and holy Flame, that they may be 
always in a fit Diſpoſition to pray: To 
- Intreat them, I ſay, that they would not 
negle& a Duty, which is attended with ſuch 
unſpeakable Advantages; but that they 
would pray frequently to God in private, 
and, if they have Families, that they would 
every Morning and Evening pray to God 
with them too, and alſo join in the Publick 
Prayers of the Church, as oft as they can. 

This I am perſuaded, is the moſt likely 
Way we can take, to procure the Favour 
of God, and to draw down the Bleſſings of 
his Providence upon our Selves and Families; 
this will make. our Bodies the Temples of 
the Holy Ghoſt, and invite that bleſſed 
Spirit to take up his Reſidence in our Souls ; 
in ſhort, this will fill our Minds with Joy, 
and Peacc, and Comfort in this World, and, 
through the Mercy of God, and the Merits 
of his dear Son, will make us everlaſtingly 
happy in that which is to come. 

I cannot conclude this Diſcourſe, with- 
out acquainting the Reader, that when I 
recommend the Duty of Prayer, I would 
be underſtood to include in it that of Praiſe 
and Thankſgiving; which being a Thing 
ſo excellent in its ſelf, ſo highly conducing 
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to the Glory of God, and ſo ſuitable to the 


Nature of a Creatute, it ought (without 
all doubt) to have a very great Share in 


our Devotions. | 

One would think indeed, there ſhould 
be no Neceſſity of Recommending a Duty, 
ſo pleaſing in its ſelf, and fo agreeable to an 
ingenuous Mind ; and yet whoever looks 
abroad into the World, will find that Men 
are very apt to overlook the Bleſſings of 
God, or at leaſt, very quickly to forget 
them; and then it is no Wonder, if they 
ſeldom or never return Thanks for them. 
Were there nit ten cleanſed? ſaid our bleſ- 
ſed Saviour *, when he healed the Lepers ; 
bat where are the nine? There are not found 
that returned to give Glory to God, ſave 
this Stranger. And was the Enquiry now 
to be made, I doubt the Diſproportion 
would be much greater between 7zhoſe that 
receive Bleſſings from the Hands of God, 


and thoſe that are truly thankful for them. 


What through the Pride of ſome, who think, 
that all they receive from God, is but the 
juſt Reward of their Merits; the Cove- 


rouſneſs and Ambition of others, who, from 


+ Luk, xvii. 17. 
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a greedy Deſire of more, overlook what at 
preſent they enjoy ; or from an unhappy 
complaining Temper in a third Sort, who 
(not content totake their Share of the ordi- 
nary 'Troubles and Cares of Life) expe& 
that every Thing ſhould conſpire to make 
them eaſie, and being diſappointed of this; 
are apt to undervalue the Bleſſings that God 
has beſtowed upon them; or laſtly, from 


the wicked and prophane Lives of many 
more, who being immerſed in Brutiſhnefs 


and Senſuality, have loſt almoſt all Notions, 
not only of the Providence of God, but of 
the great Things he has done for us; I 
ſay, what from theſe, and ſuch like anhappy 
Cauſes, it comes to paſs, that the great 
Duty of Praiſe and 'Thankſziving to Ged 
is very much neg/effed; and, I fear, even 
among ſome, who in other Reſpects are very 
careful of their Duty. 

Tis ſtrange, I confeſs, that ſuch a week 
and depending Creature as Man is, that owes 
his Being, and all the Comforts ot it, to the 
great Love and Bounty of his Creator, and 
that cannot poſſibly ſubſiſt one Moment, 
but by the Will and Power of God, ſhould 
negle& to pay him the conſtant Tribute 0 
. and Thankſgiving ; this, I ſay, i 
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ſtrange, if we conſider Man barely as a 
Creature, made and ſupported by the Al- 
mighty Arm of God, who upholds all 
Things by the Word of bis Power *. 

But then, how much more ſtrange and 
ſurpriſing will this ungrateful Behaviour of 
Man appear to be, if we conſider him as a 
Sinner, redeemed (as St. Peter ſays) not 
with corruptible Things, as Silver and Gold, 


— but with the precious Blocd of the Son of | 
God. If we look upon him under the diffe- 


rent Character St. Paul gives of him b, to 
wit, Once dead in Treſpaſſes and Sins, 
walking according to the Prince of the Pow- 
er of the Air, the Spirit that now worketh 
in the Children of Diſobedience, having his 
Converſation in the Luſts of the Fleſh, ful- 
filling th: Deſires of the Fleſh, and of the 
Mind; a Child of Wrath, without Chriſt, 
an Alien from the Commonwealth of Iſrael, 
and a Stranger from the Covenant of Promiſe, 
having no Hope, and without God in the 
World: But now, in Chriſt Feſus, made 
nigh by the Blood of Chriſt, no more a F- 
rcigner and Stranger, but a Fellow-Citizen 
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x | God, juſtified by God, and having Peace with 
- | God, through our Lord Feſus Chrift *. I ſay, 
if we conſider Man with this different View, 
how much more aſtoniſhing is it, that a Sin- 
4 ner thus redeemed, thus lov'd and honour'd, 
f | ſhould ever be found wanting in Praiſe and 
a Thankſgiving! It is the leaſt Return that 
We can make to God for all his Goodneſs , 
„ | and yet, it it proceeds from a truly thank- 
f ful Heart, and is followed with a ſincere 
Obedience, it is what he will moſt undoubt- 
o eldly accept. 
„ O let us then be perſuaded frequently 
| and ſeriouſly to think upon the great 
h | 'Things God has done for us; let us endea- 
2 | vour to poſſeſs our Minds with a true Senſe 
— ol his wonderful Love to Mankind, mani- 
e | feſted in all his Works of Creation and Pro- 


vidence, but chiefly in that ſtupendous 
| Work of our Redemption; let us think up- 
„ | on the Breadth and Length, the Depth and 
e Heighth of that Love of Chrift, which paſ- 
le | ſeth all Knowledge; that our Hearts be- 
ing inflam'd with the Divine Love, we may 
n praiſe the Lord for his Goodneſs v, and de- 
off clare the Wonders that He doth for the Chil- 
d, C 3 dren 
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dren of Men; that we may offer unto hin 
the Sacrifice of Thankſgiving, and tell out 
his Works with Gladneſs; and may not 
only reſolve with the holy Pſalmiſt, That 
His Praiſes ſhall ever he in our Mouths : 
** But that we will ſhew forth thoſe Praiſes 
* in our Lives alſo, by giving up our ſelves 
* to his Service, and by walking before 
him in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs all the 
Days of our Lives. 

This is what our Praiſes ſhould always 
lead to, or elſe they will be but vain Obla- 
ticns : for God is a Regardey of the Heart; 
and unleſs there is a Principle of Love and 
Oied:ence rooted there, the moſt exalted

Pleaſure, and then you ſhall not ve con- 
demned of the Lord. 

” Again, Conſider with your ſelf, that 
Now is the Time of Salvation; That 
by the Uſe of theſe Means of Grace, you 
may get an Opportunity of Reconciling 
your ſelf to your offerded God; of do- 
ing the Work you are ſet to do; and 
of making your ſelf capable of Salvation: 
which you know not how ſoon may be ta- 
ken from you. 

« And that this Conſideration may have 
the better Effect upon yu ; imagine 
your ſelf a while in the other W ord, 
amongſt ſeparate and departed. Spirits, 
whoſe Seaſon and Opportunity of Action 
is over; upon whom the Sun of Grace, 
as well as natural Life, is gone down,. 
and that Night come in which no Man 
can work; who are either happy or mi- 
ſerable for ever. 
« Conſider with your ſelf ſeriouſly the. 
Condition of theſe Spirits, what Thoughts 
and Sentiments they have of Things; 
what they think of a ſinful, and whar. 
Senſe they have of a holy and reli- 
cious Life; what inward Rejoicin;-; 
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and Raptures thoſe have, who were ſo 
wiſe and happy, as to apply them- 
ſelves to Virtue and Piety: And 
how they do now juſtify and approve 
their Conduct, bleſſing and admiring 
the Grace and Goodneſs of God. And 
what Anguiſh, Rage, Selt-Condemna- 
tion, and Regret, thoſe return upon 
themſelves, who lived and indulged 
themſelves in Sin and Wickedneſs ! How 
do they unwiſh all their paſt 'Thoughts 
and Actions, their Deſigns and Under- 
takings, their Buſineſſes and Employ- 
ments, their Pleaſures and their Friend- 
ſhips, their vain Converſations, and their 
merry Meetings, their jeſts on Religion, 
and upon good Men, yea, and their 
very Brings too; I ſay, how do they 
unwiſh all theſe Things! How paſſion- 
ately do they wiſh again for thoſe Op- 
portunities which they once had, but can 
never again recover ; and which you now 
have, but are too apt to miſ-ſpend and 
trile away: Not conſidering this Life 
is the only Opportunity ſor tranſacting 
the great Afﬀair of Eternity; and that 
though it is now in your Power to be 
Lappy, yet it will not be always ſo; for 

*© your 
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« your Day will end, and your Night will 
' © come. And therefore it highly concerns 
you, to employ the preſent Time well, 
c and to work whilſt it is called to Day, 
ce before the Night cometh, when no Man 
c can work. Conſider (criouſly 0: theſe 
« Things, and, by the Grace of God, they 
« will work upon your Heart, and make 
it more humble, more conſiderate, more 
« diſpoſed for Repentance and Devotion, 
«© and more ſuſceptible of Divine Impreſ- 
s ſions. | 
2dly, © After you have ſo long conſider- 
ed of theſe Things, as to be affected 
« with them, ſet your ſelf as in the Pre- 
5 ſence of Almighty God, who knoweth all 
Things, and carefully examine into the 
* State and Condition of your Soul. For 
which purpoſe, you may uſe the. Heads 
* of Examination that follow, or_ſuch other 
as you find better ſuited to your Con- 
« dition: And were you find you have 
« offended God, you ought ſorrowſully to 
confeſs, and bewail your having ſo done, 
and reſolve by. his Grace. to amend for 
the future. 
« For yon are to conſider, Examination 
is in order to attain a true and diſtinct 
. « Knoy ledge. 
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Knowledge of your ſelf, and the Actions 
of your paſt Life; and eſpecially to 
bring your Sins to Remembrance, wit: 
all their aggravating Circumſtances: So 
that conſidering the Folly of them, and 
the evil Conſequence thereof, you may 
be brought to a Hatred and Abhorrence 
of them; to a hearty Sorrow for them, 
and thorough Purpoſe of forſaking them. 
And moreover, Examination is in order 
to recollect what Temptations have 
uſually prevailed on you, and to conſider 
before-hand, whether the ſame, or what 
other are, or may be moſt liable to 
prevail, ſo that you may arm your ſelf 
again! them by holy Reſolutions, and 
Watchfulneſs, and Circumſpection; and 
alſo to try the Temper and Diſpoſition 
of ycur Mind and Heart, whether you 
are ſo reſigned, contented, and humble, 
and have ſach Love and Charity, and 
fach other holy Diſpoſitions, as the 
Goſpel requires; that if you have not, 
you may endcayour, by the Aſſiſtance of 
God's Grace, to attain them; and alſo 
may take up ſuch holy Reſolutions, that 
wiry Taought (fo far as humane Infirmi- 
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cc 


ty will admit) may be bronght into Sub- 
jection to the Will of God. And when 
you have in ſome Meaſure attained to 
Newneſs of Life, you muſt endeavour to 
grow in Grace, and in the Knowledge of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

« 1 fay, Self- Examination 1s in order to 
bring you to a true and ſincere Repen- 
tance; by which I do not mean, a 
Sorrow for Sin only, but alſo an entire 
Change of Mind, and an effectual Refor- 
mation of Life; fo as hereafter to deny 
all Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſts, and 
to live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly in 
this preſent evil World; not allowing 
your ſelt in the Continuanct of any known 
Sin; but ſincerely practiſing whatſoever 
you ſhall underſtand to be your Duty; 
and to bring forth Fruits meet for Re- 
pentance, by ceaiing to do Evil, and 
learning to do Good: that is, in ſhort, 
to live a holy Lite, which conſiſts in a 
conſtaut and perievering Obedience to 
all the Commands ot God in a Goſpel 


Senſe; (allowing for humane Weakneſſes 


nd Imperfections) waich I take to be the 
proper Notion the holy Scriptures give 
ol Repentance, and upon which only there 
is any Promiſe of Sah ation. « When 
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« When therefore you have carefully 
examined your felt, and (as it may be 
proper) {et down in Writing what Sins 
you find you have committed, and what 
Duties you have neglected; conſider 
them in all their aggravating Circum- 
ſtances; whether they have been done 
againſt the Checks of your Conſcience, 
againſt the Motions of God's Holy Spirit, 
and perhaps ſome of them frequently, 
and againſt your Reſolutions to the con- 
trary. But there may be yet greater 
Aggravations of Sin; namely, when the 
Sinner has committed it ſo often, and liv- 
ed in it ſo long, that it is become Habi- 
tual or Cuſtomary to him, and inſtead of 
being aſhamed and confounded for it, he 


makes a Mock at it; and not only takes 


Pleaſure and Delight, but boaſts and 
glories therein. The Neceſſity of con- 
ſidering the ſeveral Aggravations of our 
Sins, appears from hence, becauſe the 
Circumſtances we were in, when we 
committed ſuch or ſuch a Sin, may not a 
little enhance and increaſe our Guilt ; 
and a Sin attended with many aggrava- 
ting Circumſtances in the Commiſſion 
thereof, requires a proportionable Degree

of Sorrow and Humiliation, in order to 
our forſaking it, and obtaining Pardon 
for It. 
« This being done, endeavour to poli 
your Mind with a true Senſe of the great 
Evil of Sin; how contrary it is to God's 
Holineſs, to his Mill, to his Commands, 
his Goodneſs, his Fuftice, and eſpecially 
to the great Myſtery of Godlineſs ; how 
contrary alſo it is to Man, to his Reaſon 
and Conſcience, to his inward Peace and 
Satisfaction, and to his Intereſt temporal 
and ſpiritual, preſent and future; that 
this is the only Evil, which was thought 
worthy of the Son of God to deliver us 
from, who died to redeem us from the 
Bondage of Sin and Satan. In the 
Height of all that Love, which the com- 
paſſionate Saviour of the World had for 
periſhing Mankind, he did not think fit 
to reſcue them from Pain, Sickneſs, Po- 
verty, . Diſgrace, or any of the common 
Afflictions of humane Life; no, nor 
even from Death it (elf, All theſe-ſeem- 
ed to be below his Notice; only Sin 
and Damnation appeared to him to be 
Evils ſo great, that he would not endure 
the Thought of our being ſubje& to 
«© them. 
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them. For God ſo loved the i orld, that 
hs gave his Only begotten Son, to the End 
that all that believe in him (and obey 
him) ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſt- 
ing Life: I add obey, becauſe in this 
Text, as in divers others, the Word Belief | 
is taken ſor the II Vole of Religicn, Obe- 
dience as well as Faith. 
« Endeagour to keep a conſtant Remem- 
brance of theſe Things in your Mind; 
for they will be of great Uſe to you, not 
only to lead you to a true Repentance 
for what is paſt, but to prevent your fal- 
ling into Sin for the future. 
ce It will be impoſſible to give ſuch Di- 
re&ions for the Periormance of this Duty, 
as will be proper ior all Perſons; thoſe 
who have led wicked Lives, and have for 
a long Time put off Repentance, have to 
be ſure a great Account to make up; and 
therefore mult ſpend the more Time and 
Pains in reconciling themſelves, conſider- 
ing their pal: .Lics, and forming good 
Reſolutions. Inoſe that began this 
Duty beiimes, and who, by the Grace of 
God, have been kept in their Youth from 
contracting vicious Habits, or committing 
any great Sins, have leſs to do, When 
they 
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they ſet about this Duty: 


Nevertheleſs, 


« Sclt-Examination, Cc. being a Duty ſo 
« often, and ſo plainly taught by God in 
« Holy Scripture, who beſt knew the Ne- 
* ceflity and Advantage of it; no one, 
* that is a Chriſtian, ought to neglect, or 


perform it ſlightly. 


When you examine your {clf, let it be 
« chicfly about your wiliul Sins, and Sins

ol Commiſſion ; and be not over-{crupu- 
lous, either to accuſe your ſelf of Sin you 
never committed, or to reckon up all 


« your Infirmities; for that would render 
your Examination endleſs and impracti- 
cable: And though there may be ſome 


Sins that you may doubt whether you 
have committed; others you may fear 
you have forgot; yet be not diſcouraged, + 


for when you have acted honeſtly and 
<« ſincerely, reſt ſatisfied ; it being all that 


Religion requircth : But what Sins you 


cannot 'recolle& and find out, ſo as 


particularly to confeſs and bewail, you 
ought to conclude under a general Re- 
pentance for whatſoever you have done 
amiſs; and to pray that God would 
cleanſe you from your ſecret Faults. 
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* When you have once thoroughly ex- 
amined your Lite, you muſt not think 
your Work is at an end; but muſt fre- 
quently exerciſe your ſelf therein; and 
the oftner you do fo, the more caſy and 
delightful you will find it. At ſuch 


Times it may not be neceſſary that you = 
ſhould examine your whole Life with 
that Strictneſs you did at firſt ; bur 


chiefly examine your ſelf, how you have 
kept your good Reſolutions, what Progreſs 
you have made in a religious Courſe of 


Life, and what Sins of Commiſſion or 


Omiſſion you have been guilty of, ſince 
your laſt Examination, and how you 
came to fall into them; what the Tem- 
ptations, what the Circumſtances and 
Occaſions; that you may arm your 


ſelf againſt them, and ſo avoid them for 
the Time to come,

I have been proud and envious, luſtful 
and intemperate, paſſionate and angry, 
full of Malice, Hatred and Revenge; I 
have been guilty of ſlandering and abuſing, 
injuring and defrauding of my Neighbour ; 
or of lewd Actions and obſcene Diſcourſes ; 
of prophane and filthy Jcſts; and of fre- 
quent Curſing, Swearing, and Lying. And 
more particularly, O Lord, I do moſt ſor- 
rowlully confeſs, and lament before thee, 
to whom all Things are naked ard open, 
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that I have moſt grievouſly oftended thee 
by Here name Particulars] 


And beſides the Guilt of theſe my Sins, I 
have greatly increaſed it by the Sins of o- 
thers. How many have been tempted and 
perſwaded to fin againſt thee, cither by my 
Advice, Encouragement, or ill-Example! 
Alas! I have not only been wicked, very 
wicked my ſelf, but, with Shame and Sor- 
row I confeſs it, I have been inſtrumental 


in making others ſo too; (particularly 
— Here again may be named any par- 
ticular Sin of this Nature) Lord, what 
Scandal have- I brought to Religion ; what 
Diſhonour to thy Name; what Reproach 
to the Chriſtian Profeſſion, by theſe my 
wicked and ſinful Practices: 

And what thall I now ſay unto Thee, O 
God, whoſe Goodneſs I have thus abus'd ; 
whoſe Mercies I have lighted; whoſe 
Promiſes and Threatnings, declared in the 
Goſpel, I have rejected; and whoſe Judg- 
ments I have deſpis'd? What Hope can

whom I have ſo often grieved by my wicked 
and finful Practices! 

Oh! Whither ſhall I then fly for Suc- 
cour? Who ſhall deliver me from the 
Wrath of that God, whom I have thus 
offended 2 Shall I call upon the Moun- 
tains to cover me, or the Deep to ſwal- 
low me up? Alas, there is nothing can 


hide me from his All-ſearching Eye: O 
bleſſed Saviour of the World!

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and temperate Uſe of Wine and ftrons 
© Liquors. 
* Conſider the Kindneſs and Love of 
© God in giving his Son, our Saviour ſe- 
* ſus Chriſt, to die for our Sins, and in 
offering Pardon and Salvation to all true 
penitent Sinners; that is, to all who 
forſake their Sins, and turn to God, 
and do Works meet for Repentance ; and 
how deſervedly they will be condemned 
who reſuſe this gracious offer. 
Conſider that one neceſſary Part of 
true Repentance conſiſts in undoing, as 
much as in you lies, the Evil and M/- 
chief you have done. Therefore admo- 
nith all thoſe, as far as you can, with whom 
you have been concern'd, to forſake their 
evil Courſes. Make a full and ample 
Diſcovery of all wicked Confederacies for 
Robbery or other Miſchief, that you know 
of, in order to the breaking of them, and 
bringing obſtinate and irreclaimable Sin- 
ners to Puniſhment, and preventing the 
Spoiling and Robbery of the Innocent. 
Do not call this difbonourable ; neither 
ought you to account it a betraying 
your Companions, or a Breach of Truſt, 
or of your Faith.

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racies being ev in their own Nature, 
their Secrets cannot /awfully be kept. To 
conceal them therefore is both diſhoneſt 
and diſhonourable ; and to diſcover them, 
an Act of Fuſftice to humane Society, 
and of Charity to the Innocent, who by 
ſuch Diſcovery may be preſerved from be- 
ing injured by the. Wicked engaged in theſe 
Confederacies, which muy hereby be bro- 
ken. Nay, it may be the greateſt Charity 
that can be ſhewn to the Guilty themſelves, 
who may be l:d to Repentance, and pre- 
vailed with to follow an honeſt Courſe of 
Life.

A Prayer that may be uſed with 
condemned Priſoners by thoſe who

MXoſt holy and rightcous God, 

oe adore the Wiſdom and ju- 
ſtice of thy Providence, in 
bringing theſe Perſons now un- 
der Sentence of Death, to ſuffer ſuch Pu- 
niſhments as their Sins have deſerved. 
Bleſſed be thy Name that thou didſt not 
cut them off in the midſt of their Sins, 
but haſt afforded them Time to conſider 
their Condition, and to repent and humble 
themſelves before thee. ; 

If thou, Lord, ſhould mark our 'Tranſ- Þ 
greſſions, and deal with us, as in Juſtice 
thou mighteſt, who could ſtand before 
thee? But there is Mercy with thee that 
thou maylt be feared. 

Their Sins have found them out, and, 
brought them to Shame and Miſery. They 


are more than they can number, and greater 
than 
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than they can expreſs. Diſpoſe their 
Hearts to a full and free Confeſſion of 
their Tranſgreſſions, and to make ſuch Sa- 
tisfaction to their Country, and the Per- 
ſons they have injured, as they are 
able. 

All our Hope is in thy Mercy, and in 
the gracious Promiſes thou haſt made to 
Mankind in thy Son Jeſus Chriſt, who 
was pleaſed to ſuffer Death upon the 
Croſs, to make Satisfaction for all true 
penitent and returning Sinners. 'Thon 
| haſt aſſured us, that the unrighteous ſhall not 
enter into the Kingdom ' of Heaven, and 
that except Wwe repent, we ſhall all pe- 
riſßh; but thou haſt promiſed too, that 
if the Wicked fcrſake his Way, if he 
grieve and mourn for his Sins, if he hate 
and forſake them, thou wilt have Mercy 
upon him. Oh! fill their Souls with 
horror and confuſion for their Tranſ- 
greſſions.
